Deserve A Test 


The current issue of Saturday

This basic difference arises 
over the CBC contention that 


Canada can not support more 
than one network on a commer- 
cial basis. In fact, the CBC 
doubts that even one commercial 
network can be maintained with- 
out drawing largely from Ameri- 
can programs. 

Therefore, since, according to 
the CBC, it would not be econo- 
mically possible to maintain more 
than one network in Canada, it 
is necessary that the CBC should 
control the network for the pur- 
pose of seeing to it that this 
Canadian network is operated in 
the interests of Canadians.

It might be 
proper to regulate the number of 
American programs, or even pro- 
hibit them. 

There could be any number of 
regulations to assure our national 
network of every security. 

Yet after the CBC is given 
every security and still finds it- 
self unable to use all fhe avail- 
able Canadian talent because of 
the limitations of time, is it rea- 
sonable to simply prohibit add 
itional talent or additional shows 
from being heard on any alter- 
native network? That smacks of 
official frustration.

Peace Underground 
In Stirring Book 


This is about a fine new book 
by a Canadian-born woman. 

A million copies of this book, 
dropped by parachute into Russia, 
could start the most amazing, 
hopeful revolution in history. 
And a million copies of this book, 
circulated in North America, 
might work the same thing the 
other way round. 

But don't jump to conclusions 
The “revolution” which this book 
pre-visions is the kind that Jesus 
preached and Gandhi demon- 
strated. 

The name of this noble new 
book is “A Diplomatic Incident.” 
The author is Judith Kelly, who 
was born in Toronto, but who, 
now married, lives near Boston, 
She has written two previous 
novels, “It Won't Be Flowers” and 
“Marriage Is a Private Affair.” 

The book is published by 
Houghton Mifflin in U.S.A. and 
by Thomas Allen in Canada, 
Costs $3. 

The story covers a brief period 
of negotiations between a hard- 
bitten old US. diplomat, John 
Wilson, and a hard-boiled young 
Russian diplomat, Gregorei Kro- 
sov. Much of the action takes 
place in the sumptuous home of 
the American, where the Russians 
know, correctly, they have been 
invited so that Old Man Wilson 
can better spy upon them. 

Both of Wilson's servants are 
Negroes, but also trained U.S. 
State Department spies. But one 
is also a Soviet spy, because of his 
seething sense of grievance on the 
color question. 

Wilson's son, Gannett, is a 
wounded war veteran, who has 
developed overpowering interna- 
tionalist convictions, Because of 
his name, he has been picked as 
a “machine” candidate for Con- 
gress. 

The Russians try to contact him 
as a potential stooge or fellow 
traveler. Gannett allows this 
contact—does so with his eyes 
open—for his own purposes, But 
to his astonishment, he is also 
contacted by a secret Russian 
“peace underground,” 


Secret Forces 
In Russia 


The main plot of this amazing 
novel ls what happens when the 
Russian “peace underground” 
also comacts the older Wilsen 

The Soviet “peace under- 
ground” supplies the real bones 
of the plot on which the story is 
built. It is headed in the story 
by a Marshal in the Red Army, 
but has millions of enlisted ad-

herents, including one secret 
Kremlin member in the Polit- 
buro. lt is dedicated to apply the 
religious teachings of Gandhi and 
Tolstoy. Its leaders are inspired 
by the burning belief in the im- 
mortality of the human soul.

They believe in birth after birth 
that there is no rea] death. 

There is profound pathos with 
great hope in this @range book. 

Old Wilson reacts exactly opps- 
site from young Wilson. He burns 
with fury at what he consjders 
the lowest, meanest trick the 
Russians—never for a moment 
believes it on the level. 

He betrays the existence of the 
“peace underground” to Krosov. 
Moscow is informed, The known 
members of the Gandhi under- 
ground are arrested. 

Young Gannett gets thrown out 
of the Republican party, and goes 
out into the night in an old car— 
aflame with hope end zeal. 

The part that jntrigued me 
about the book was about the 
Russian “peace underground.” 
To all the Old Man Wilsons of 
the world it is, of course, “un- 
thinkable” that any such thing 
should ever develop in Russia.

But not to me. It’s what I 
have always believed in. It so 
happens, that the general re- 
ligious ideas set forth in this 
book are my own, J beMeve in 
birth after birth, the immortality 
of the human soul, because it is 
part of the Divine soul,

it has never seemed to me pos- 
sible that Tolstoy's influence 
would remain in the Russian 
tomb, as it were. There are no 
people on all the earth so ready 
as the Russians for a rebirth, for 
some such movement as the 
author described in this book of 
high hope.

15. 1885 and Riel was brought 
trial at Regina on charges of high 
treason.
